December 6, 1860, the fn 
Liverpool was 579,620. bales—Dec. 6, 1961, 
606,810 bales. There was a deficiency of nearly 
200,000 bales of American, but a large increase 
of India cotton. In.cleven months of 1961 
the Englieh imports of India cotton have in- 
creased & per cent., and in the last five 
mouths of the eleven, 160 per cent. Should 
the importations for 1863 be sustained at this 
rate, the India receipte alone would be 
1,850,000 bales, to say nothing of Increased re- 
ceipts fom Egypt, Brazil, &c., which have 
usually given 200,000 bales.
